T has become the fashion during 
recent years particularly when the dual 
problems of Unemployment and ‘‘Over- 
production’’ have strained heavily upon the 
economic structure to decry the Machine as 
a modern version of Frankenstein’s Monster: 
It seems natural for man to select a scape- 
goat whenever things go wrong and many 
of our befuddled politicians, hack journalists 
and ‘‘scientists’’ have found it very con- 
venient to attribute the tragic absurdity of 
Poverty amidst Plenty to the power- 
meehanisation of industrial processes. 


When Mary Shelley wrote Frankenstein: 


Or the Modern Prometheus in 1816 her 
gruesome phantasy was immediately 
exploited by her’ pious, # God-fearing 


contemporaries as an allegory to warn 
meddlesome Science against interfering with 
natural processes as ordained by the Divine 
Will. 


Over a century later the Frankenstein 
plot is still doing service, but in a wider 
and debased form. Nowadays the whole of 
applied Science is cast in the role of 
Frankenstein and its gift to humanity, in the 
shape of labour-saving machinery, 1s 
arraigned as the homicidal Monster. 
the pages of newspapers, from magazines, 
from the pulpit and from lecture halls, the 
querulous utterances of the anti-machine 
advocates call out for industrial retrogression 
and bid us abandon the mechanical Monster 
and return to hand-crafts and the rustic 
“delights’’ of the pre-industrial era. 


These neo-Luddites are fot drawn from 
the working masses like their prototypes 
between 1811-16 but are largely members of 
the so-called educated classes. 
of the original Luddite rioters is understand- 
able. It seemed self-evident at that time 
that the prevailing distress was entirely due 
to the introduction of the factory system and 
the relentless inroads made by it upon the 
traditional domestic industry. We cannot 
blame the machine-breakers of those harsh 
days; then the Machine was a ‘‘monster’’ 
depriving them of their livelihcod and 
herding them into prison-like factories under 
slave-driving masters. 


But the stand the modern machine- 
breakers take is absolutely untenable. After 
a century and a half the erstwhile ‘‘monster”’ 
has been proved in a thousand departments 
of life to be a tractable Genie capable of 
realising Mankind’s most extravagant 
desires—if employed in a rational manner. 


But the neo-Luddites refuse to recognise 
the ultimate benefits of Power Production 
and condemn the avalanche of commodities 
flowing from the Batteries of Steel Slaves 
and the thousand-fold increased yield of 
food and raw materials from field and mine, 
as a menace to Society. | 


“TLook,’’ they say, ‘‘at the millions of 


men and women standing idle, while those 
who remain employed are converted into 
machine-minding robots. Wasn’t man 
happier and more secure when he tilled the 
land by hand and made his requirements by 
the sweat of his brow. The simple life of 
the pre-machine age was infinitely better 
for the masses than this present age of 
machinery and mass production.’’

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According to a 1934 Times review of 
Lord Eustace Percy’s book Government in 
Transition the author would welcome a re- 
turn to the ‘‘simple crafts of the machine 
age.’’ (The noble Lord’s hankering after 
the simple life prompts the inquiry as to 
why he still concerns himself with a form 
of Government which becomes more 
complicated with every day that passes.) 


The Industrialist regards the Machine 
with a different eye. His outlook is blinkered 
by the twin considerations of profits and 
markets. ‘‘Judging by the economic events 
of the last decade,’’ many ruefully complain, 
‘it’s as clear as daylight that ‘‘overproduc- 
tion’’ and dwindling markets arise from one 
and the same source—the mad rush _ to 
mechanise production. If we restricted the 
use of labour-saving machinery and stifled 
production the unemployed would be 
reabsorbed, prices would rise and competi- 
tion would subside.”’ 


The impulse of the harrassed debt- 
ridden business man, the farmer and the 
industrialist is to return to that blissful 
state which an American romanticist has 
named  .‘““normaley.’a But - a state of 
‘“normalcy’’ has never existed except in the 
vapourings of economists. It must always 
elude capture because it is the Past! 


The ‘‘normalcy’” of 1914 gave us the 
Great War. 
Even distinguished scientists (partici- 


pators in the creation of the Mechanical 
‘‘Monster’”) subscribe to the anti-machine

creed. At the annual meetings of the 
British Association there is always one of 
the assembly who finds time to assail ‘‘the 
blight of this machine civilisation.’’ These 
misgivings are always pounced upon by the 
gutter press and accorded the prominence of 
tiajor steps in scientific enlightenment. 
Sir Alfred Ewing when he delivered the 
Presidential address in 1932 to a gathering 
of eminent scientists at the British 
Association declared: 

“As an old exponent of applied mechanics 
may be forgiven if he expresses something of 
the disillusion with which, now standing outside, 
he watches the sweeping pageant of discovery of 
invention in which he used to take unbounded 
delight: : 

“ ... So man finds that, while he enriched 
beyond his dreams, he is in great measure 
deprived of one inestimable blessing, the 
necessity of toil...” 

Sir Neville Chamberlain, Bailiff-in- 
chief to the Bank of England, piped his 
little piece as an agent of this retrograde. 
propaganda in the House of Commons in 
1933, when he said: 

“To allow production to go on unchecked 
and unregulated in these modern conditions when 
it could almost at a moment’s notice be increased 
to an almost indefinite extent was absolute folly.” 


Two outstanding examples of the modern 
state under pressure from industrialists de- 
claring war on the machine come from 
Fascist Germany. According to the Act 
Abendblatt the Thuringian Government in 
1933 prohibited the use of glass blowing 
machinery. The paper commented: 

‘“This is the first example in modern times of 
the State stopping the metallic arms of the 








production of war materials 
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Its steel limbs, by accomplishing the 
work which formerly gave nourishment to 
hundreds of human hands, have made the 
machine the mother of working-class misery.” 

On September 15th, 1933, the 
Manchester Guardian referring to an Act 
issued by the Reich Government banning 
the installation of tobacco rolling plant 
said : 

“The preamble to the Act states that the 
progressive mechanisation of the cigar industry 
was in process of destroying the livelihood of 
the population of certain districts .. . Machinery 
has rendered superfluous about 80,000 workers, 
or five-sixths of the present labour force... It 
ie stated that the output of rolling machines is 
about 1,000 to 1,200 cigars an hour, while that of 
a handworker is only 70... The power given 
by the Act to the Ministers concerned to limit 
production in mechanised undertakings is 
expected to ensure a gradual return to handwork.”

Rationalisation, restriction of output, 


production quotas, the scrapping of plant 


and the shelving of plans for new and more 
efficient processes is the order of the day— 
except, as might be expected, where the 
is concerned.

A new implement that would appear 
to have an assured future is a 
mechanical farmyard manure spreader.

It can 
be adjusted to distribute anything 
from five to forty loads per acre. 

One man on the tractor pulling it 
is all the labour required, and I am 
assured that it will do the work of 
50 men. 

Tractors have inspired the invention 
of such things as the 24 Coulter drill, 
sowing 24 rows and working at about 
four times the rate of the old horse 
drills ; and sugar-beet lifters that leave 
the horse far behind.

the consumer’s money arising out of 
production. . 

(3) That production is an essen- 
tially social process, based on the 
accumulated resources and, know-

Social Dividend available: for all . 


citizens on equal terms. 

On the other hand, these propositions 
do not recognise as valid certain other 
points commonly put forward by some 
advocates of Social Credit. These 
points include :— i 

my (a) The. so-called *A plus B 
theorem,’ which is not accepted in 
the form in which it is commonly 
advanced though the element of 
truth in it is recognised. 

(b) The idea that consumers’ 
credits (i.e. the Social Dividend) can 
be issued without the need for their

(c) The idea that the flaw in the 
price system can be put right by 
operating solely on the money system 
without introducing a controlled 
system of income distribution, price- 
fixing and production so as to ensure 
a balance of production and con- 
sumption at the highest point con- 
sistent with the demand for leisure.” 


Point (a) is obviously invalid. There 
is only one form in which the A plus 
B theorem is advanced and that is by 
Major C.*H. Douglas. It is up to Mr. 
Cole to prove that the A plus B 
Theorem as advanced by Major 
Douglas is technically incorrect. 


Point (b) appears to be equally invalid 
and we do not know of any sane 
advocate of Social Credit who suggests 
that consumer credits can be issued 
without the need for their subsequent 
cancellation against prices.

Point (c) begs the question from the 
Social Creditor’s point of view. The 
necessary price fixing which is an 
essential point of Social Credit 
principles (e.g., the sale of consumable 
goods at the Just Price) will ensure the 
necessary balance between production 
and consumption, and obviates any 
necessity for the control from above of 
either incomes or production ; both of 
which suggestions tend to destroy 
initiative. : 

Having regard to the status of Mr. 
G. D. H. Cole, this pamphlet may be 
regarded as a useful piece of propa- 
ganda for Social Credit. It destroys the 
position of ‘‘Socialist’’ opponents ; and 
further reflection will compel Mr. Cole 
to see that his criticisms (a), (b) and 
(c) even if valid, are of insufficient im- 
portance to warrant the imposition of 
bureaucratic 
limitations—upon industry and’ the 
individual.

' those three things—‘‘the Three Essen- 
tials’’ as Hargrave has called them— 
cannot be a healthy people, in body, 
mind, or spirit. And that is why the 
Social Credit Party (the Green Shirts) 
fight for a Sane Economic System in 
which the Real Wealth shall be dis- 
tributed instead of being restricted 
and/or destroyed. 

“Health is Wealth,’”’ but without 
REAL Wealth there can be no REAL 
Health. The two things depend one 
upon the other. 


A Sick Nation. 

A sick nation cannot work efficiently 
for the production of Real Wealth; 
and even if, with the help of modern 
machinery, it does produce Real wealth 

*—it cannot enjoy tt. 

It cannot enjoy it because it is “‘out 
of condition” physically and mentally, 
and in its spirit. We area sick nation. 

‘Sir John Orr’s Report and the evidence 
published by Dr. M’Gonigle prove it 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. 

The Health of Britain has been 
sapped and undermined. Sir John Orr 
shows that 10 per cent. or 4,500,000, 
of the: population of Great Britain 
today are attempting to live on a 
standard which the British Medical 
Association regards as below the mini- 
mum (and goodness knows ‘tthe 
B.M.A. ‘Minimum ’’ is about as near 

_. gtarvation-level as they can put it), 
This 10 per cent. of our population can- 
not spend more as a MAXIMUM than 
4/- per week, per person, on food. Sir 
John says ‘Their diet is deficient in 
every constituent.” He adds that 
there are 9,000,000 persons whose 
MAXIMUM spending-power per week 
on food, per person, is 6/- and that 
while their food supply is adequate in 
fuel and tissue-building constituents, it 
is deficient in protective constituents. 
Dr. M’Gonigle states that :— 
“The deathrate of the 25/- to 30/- 
‘a week family is more than double, 
year after year, the deathrate of the 
75/- a week family.”

The fact is that the standard of 
health in Great Britain is so low that 
far more than half the total population 
is in a state of CHRONIC GENERAL 
DEBILITY all day long and every day. 
Amongst the lower-paid wage-earners 
and the ‘‘dole’’-paid unemployed it is 
so low that they are physically and 
mentally unable to ‘‘rouse’”’ themselves 
from hopelessness and despair DUE TO 
POVERTY.

It was pointed out to his Majesty 
that these institutions exist for the 
purpose of relieving the monotony of 
unemployment and acting as bulwarks 
against the inroads of demoralisation. 
The Social Service Centres are staffed 
by paid officials and _ self-sacrificing 
voluntary assistants whose duties are 
concerned with providing entertain- 
ment and pastimes for the victims of 
industrial “‘depression’”’ (another word 
for industrial sabotage by the Bankers) 
and generally rendering help where 
required. ; 

Many Social Service officials dis- 
charge their sordid duties with com- 
mendable tact and understanding but 
others introduce an atmosphere “‘rather 
like a Sunday afternoon in jail.’’ (From 
a letter). | 

The ‘‘Self-Help” centres exist to 
assist the unemployed, to feed and 
clothe themselves and make the best 
of any spare materials and tools local 
patrons donate to the centre. 

One would have thought that the 
Social Service idea was going far 
enough in the direction of gratuitous 
insults but the spread of ‘‘Self-Help’”’ 
takes the biscuit!
